Socially, one difference 
that Arina noticed right away was the casual manner in which Americans use the 
term “friend.” Here, an acquaintance can be considered a friend, but in Russia 
"friends" are more of a long term investment. "Once you are in a group of friends, 
you are loyal to them, no matter what happens."
